
KAR 8:550 Section 19 – Renewal Courses for Dentists with 
Anesthesia/Sedation Privileges 
 
Continuing Education Requirements for Renewal of a Minimal 
Pediatric Sedation, Moderate Enteral Sedation, Moderate Parenteral 
Sedation, Moderate Pediatric Sedation, or Deep Sedation or General 
Anesthesia Permit. 
(1) An individual desiring renewal of an active Minimal Pediatric Sedation, 
Moderate Enteral Sedation, Moderate Parenteral Sedation, or Moderate 
Pediatric Sedation permit shall: 
(a) Complete at least six (6) hours of clinical continuing education 
related to sedation or anesthesia in a classroom setting that includes 
hands-on airway management during the two (2) year term of the 
permit; or 
(b) Maintain ACLS or PALS certification. 
(2) An individual desiring renewal of an active Deep Sedation or 
General Anesthesia permit shall: 
(a) Complete not less than four (4) hours of on-sight clinical continuing 
education related to sedation or anesthesia during the two (2) year 
term of the permit; and 
(b) Maintain ACLS or PALS certification. 
(3) Continuing education required by this administrative regulation 
shall: 
(a) Not be used to satisfy other continuing education requirements; 
and 
(b) Be in addition to other continuing education requirements of 201
